Reporters, noting the similar- 
ity of names, asked the boy if 
his father is related to Morton 
Sobell, a defendant with Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg in the 
famous atomic espionage case. 
The young man said there was 
no relationship.

Money for the Schools 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Aid to education is a grave prob- 
lem, and it will be permanent as 
our population continues to grow. 

Education is, as it should be, a 
local and state problem. 

Most, if not all, the difficulties 
encountered at home in each state 
are due to the tremendous draining 
off of locally generated wealth in 
the form of federal income tax. 

A permanent problem needs a 
permanent solution, : 

I have introduced legislation in 
the House of Representatives provid- 
ing that 1 per cent of the personal 
and corporate income tax generated 
in each state shall either be re- 
tained or returned to the state or 
territory to be used for such educa- 
tional purposes as the state may 
determine. 

This plan is simple and direct. It 
calls for no new federal employes. 
It prohibits federal interference and 
eliminates all the share-the-wealth 
attributes of other plans. 

With the enormous increase in 
federal expenditures over the past 
25 years the Federal Government 
has tapped every practical possible 
source of revenue, with little con- 
sideration for the tax needs of state 
and municipal governments. The 
states are now dependent almost en- 
tirely upon direct taxes on real es- 
tate and personal property, dupli- 
cated income tax and sales taxes 
which fall heavily on persons of low 
income. 

It is neither economical nor ef- 
ficient to withdraw huge sums from 
the states and then have a pertion 
of these funds trickle back under 
any of the proposed bureaucratic- 
administered programs of aid to 
education. If any of the presently 
proposed and pending programs are 
adopted, a large overhead for ad- 
ministration is unavoidable and, in 
some instances, the only thing 
offered the state is an opportunity, 
lured by federal dollars in matching 
funds, to go into debt—and even 
this is prohibited by law in some 
states. 

Under my plan the handling of 
funds through Washington and back 
will be eliminated; the amounts 
available to each state will be de- 
termined annually by individual and 
corporate incomes within that state. 
The money will remain in the sev- 
eral states where it is collected. 

This proposal will be a step toward 
retaining our constitutional repub- 
lic and a move away from central- 
ized_ government.

Coming to a Boil 


The Middle Eastern pot is again beginning to 
bubble. American policy there faces both an 
immediate and a long-range problem. 

The immediate problem results from Israel's 
refusal to quit Gaza and the Gulf of Aqaba 
without guarantees that neither will again be 
used by Egypt as bases for attack or blockade. 
Surely it is apparent that the most just and 
effective policy the United States can follow 
is to support to the fullest the conversion of 
the U. N. Emergency Force into an occupation 
force responsible for preventing a renewal of 
fighting from either side. 

This may put the United States in opposition 
to the Asian-African bloc in the U.N., which 
talks of calling for economic sanctions unless 
Israel gets out uncanditionally. But moral 
consistency leaves us no justifiable alternative. 
Our government joined in condemning the orig- 
inal Israeli attack, but cannot defensibly join in 
refusing to face the provocations for that attack, 
or in demanding peaceful behavior from only 
one party to the dispute. 

As Anthony Nutting wrote in his excellent 
series of articles in the Post-Dispatch, “the only 
good which the ill wind of Suez has blown” the 
West is the opportunity to “build up the U.N. 
force now in Egypt and get it onto the frontiers 
of Israel where it can be a buffer.” Of course 
Egypt will not like this. But Egypt has no right 
to refuse to talk peace with Israel and at the 
same time demand protection for her own 
aggressive acts. 

The long-range problem is that of fashioning 
a strong and purposeful policy to halt Soviet 
influence in the area and make up for British- 
French losses there. As the hearings on the 
Administration’s resolution go on, it becomes 
plainer than ever that passage of the resolution, 
which seems certain, can be only the beginning. 
Congressional approval will create an opportu- 
nity, but the opportunity still will need to be 
exploited wisely. 

So long as he does not engage in mere stall- 
ing, Senator Fulbright will find much sympathy 
for his demand that Secretary Dulles give an 
accounting for past Middle East policy and a 
more specific explanation of future intentions. 
Mr. Dulles, in reply to many questions, asks 
Congress to “trust the President”—and Con- 
gress, like the country, undoubtedly does. This 
is not quite the same thing, however, as trusting 
Mr. Dulles, who will be in charge of day-to-day 
execution of Middle East policy and who cannot 
claim to have been triumphantly successful in 
that regard up to now. The public is entitled 
to ask for assurance that somewhat more imagi- 
nation and skill will be used in the future. 

Chester Bowles put the matter well when he 


“wrote from India that the only sound way. to 


“fill a vacuum” is to create political, social 
and economic conditions of strength—conditions 
that will “give the people something worth 
fighting for.” Mr. Dulles would greatly aid the 
Administration resolution, which ought to be 
adopted without undue delay, if he could show 
that this sort of policy is in process of 
formation. 
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A Word From the President 


President Eisenhower has been asked to 
“speak out from his high office” against racial 
violence. This request comes from Roy Wilkins, 
executive secretary of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People, and it 
is a reasonable request. 

As Mr. Wilkins said in Atlanta, Negro 
churches have been bombed in the South, min- 
isters arrested and boys and girls driven from 
school by mobs. Mr. Wilkins might fairly have 
added that his own organization has done most 
of the work, with the federal courts, to see that 
some progress was made under the Supreme 
Court’s order for public school integration. 

During most of this struggle, the President 
has been silent. In last year’s election campaign 
Mr. Eisenhower stated in effect that the Su- 
preme Court’s order was the law of the land, 
but he refrained from saying he approved of it, 
and did little to assist the integration movement. 

President Eisenhower now says that the Jus- 
tice Department is considering a proposal that 
he speak in the South against racial violence. 
Perhaps it is not necessary that he go South 
for this speech, or even that he make a speech. 
Only a few words from the President of the 
United States at this time would encourage 
support for the law of the lard, discourage 
violence and smooth the way for orderly inte- 
gration. But they must be positive words.

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Whoosh and Boom 


Anyone with a good idea what to do about 
jet engine noise and sonic booms should commu- 
nicate promptly with the Air Force and Con- 
gress. Some members of the armed services have 
already been or are being deafened by jet noise. 
Among the civilian population there are others 
who have indicated they mean to sue in the 
courts for damages. Two resolutions intended to 
protect private rights have been introduced in 
Congress and the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee expects to make a full-dress inquiry. 

Representatives of the industry report that 

the noise is not going to grow worse as jet 
planes increase in power. If so, that will be of 
great help. There is the isolation panacea, but 
to isolate the jet at takeoff from the civilian 
population would cost more than seven billion 
dollars for land acquisition. 
* It seems likely the problem can never be 
fully solved, but anything that can be done to 
alleviate the nuisance and damage will be 
welcome.

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The Teamsters Should Talk 

Now that a compromise has settled the juris- 
dictional dispute over which Senate group shall! 
investigate labor union irregularities, union offi- 
cials have less excuse than ever for not answer- 
ing questions. 

The * union had argued that the 
matter was not the proper concern of the Gov- 
ernment Operations Committee, especially as 
funds for an investigation had been requested 
by the Labor and Public Welfare Committee. 
This legalistic snarl has been unravelled by the 
creation of a special committee to conduct the 
investigation. 

Since the executive board of Dave Beck's 
Teamsters said it did not challenge an examina- 
tion by a congressional committee with specific 
authority, the road would be clear but for the 
fact that the board refuses to withdraw its 
promise that the union will not discipline wit- 
nesses who invoke the Fifth Amendment. 

The union, of course, cannot deprive its mem- 
bers of a right guaranteed by the Constitution. 
But its present attitude may be interpreted as 
a virtual invitation not to disclose information 
which is of even greater interest to its own 
rank and file than,to the general public, and 
which certainly would help Congress to decide 
whether legislation is needed to protect union 
welfare funds and to curb racketeering. 


It would be proper, we believe, to adopt meg 


policy of making all the pertinent facts avail- 
able. A person with a defensible record should 
be happy to do this. Many AFL-CIO leaders 
believe that witnesses should be fully co-opera- 
tive. Even legal defiance of the committee 
would rouse suspicions,.and it certainly would 
damage a union’s standing in the opinion of 
the public. 

It is to be hoped that George Meany, presi- 
dent of the AFL-CIO, and that body's executive 
and ethical practices committees will be able to 
induce witnesses to be frank and forthright. If 
not, the AFL-CIO might well conduct an inves- 
tigation of its own into the causes of the ob 
duracy. The alleged abuses are serious. They 
threaten the average dues-paying union member 
as well as everybody who must deal with the 
few groups involved. So it is essential to bring 
the truth to light. 
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The Tito Visit 

The protest being built up in Congress against 
the forthcoming visit of Marshal Tito of Yugo- 
slavia to the United States is short-sighted and 
highly undiplomatic. 

Tito’s appearance in Washington would not 
mean approval of all his policies and all his 
actions. It would recognize that his nationalism 
and his courage brought the first crack in the 
Communist empire, setting a pattern for what 
has happened subsequently in Poland and in 
Hungary, and encouraging the unrest which is 
a problem for the Russian rulers in the other 
satellites and at home. 

Russia is on the defensive ideologically; it has 
lost much of its prestige among the neutrals, 
thanks largely to Tito. And even though the 
man still is a Communist and a dictator, the 
effects of his independence of Moscow have 
greatly served the interests of the United States 
and the West. 

Having already visited England, France, India 
and other free countries, Tito has for years 
desired to come to the United States and at long 
last he was invited. To drive him back to the 
new Moscow which is wooing him would be a 
grave mistake on the part of the West. And 
would not the public insult of a cancelled invi- 
tation help to do just that? And where would 
there be any offsetting gain for us? 

Vote-conscious members of Congress naturally 
reflect pressures from groups which oppose the 
Tito visit. But it does not follow that these 
groups should be permitted to determine a deli- 
cate matter of foreign policy by pressure. Espe- 
cially sinee Washington has entertained rulers 
whose domestic policies are more offensive than 
those of Tito, his invitation should not be with- 
drawn. Let Representatives and Senators think 
like diplomats instead of like campaigners: and 
if they will not, let the President and the State 
Department ignore them. That would be the 
way to realism and of wisdom.

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No Problem, He Says 

Health Commissioner J. Earl Smith offered 
& poor’ argument for City Hall’s rat control 
amendment when he told a public hearing that 
rat control is no longer a serious problem in 
St. Louis. 

That is not what Dr. Smith has been saying 
in the past. In 1955 he stated that the rat prob- 
lem in St. Louis was still serious after eight 
years of effort to control infestations. Because 
rat control has been weakened since, the public 
may well doubt that the problem is any less 
serious today. 

The rat control amendment now before an 
aldermanie committee is said to be needed to 
make the program “more enforceable.” It would 
limit the ré-inspection and other provisions of 
the 1946 ordinance, which the Health Depart- 
ment then called a model law. No doubt time 
may suggest improvements in the law, but the 
—— issue is not so much how to make 
the law more enforceable as to see that it is 
enforced. 

Last year a union had to obtain a court order 
for the reluctant Health Commissioner to en- 
force the rat control law in all sections of the 
city. Prior to that Dr. Smith not only resisted 
the idea of city-wide enforcement of the law he 
was responsible for enforcing, but took a dim 
view of enforcing the law in slum areas where 
rat infestation is worst. : :

A Frenchman to Americans

Writer in Paris newspaper appeals to United States not to 
support Algeria against France; sees his country humiliated 
before Nasser, Western prestige destroyed; fears ‘impudent 
and ragged nations’ may imperil French-American friendship. 


From Le Figaro (Paris), Jan. 9, 1957 


Dear American Friends: 

So the Algerian problem is going to 
be put before the U.N., where certain 
countries who have held that the inter- 
vention of Russian tanks in Hungary 
is an internal Hungarian concern, are 
going to maintain that the action by 
French troops in a French territory is 
an international - problem. 


We are told that your Government 
is at a loss and that it is quite possible 
that in this affair it will decide, not 
unsadly, to take sides against us, being 
unable to cause the slightest pain to 
its new pan-Arab friends. 


My only claim in writing to you is 
that I number among the French who 
for 10 years have not ceased, are not 
ceasing and will not cease, to consider 
American friendship, the American al- 
liance, as the indisputable condition 
for the survival of France and Western 
Europe. 


We will not even talk of gratitude, 
if you please; it is well known that 
gratitude is hardly a political value. I 
am amongst those who are firmly con- 
vinced that without the Atlantic organ- 
ization, or, more simply, without the 
possibility of atomic retaliation by 
America to any Soviet attack on-the 
West, a free Europe would have ceased 
to exist 10 years ago; and supposing 
you give up defending her today, she 
shall cease to exist tomorrow. 

All that, which you and I know, 
many of my fellow-citizens tend to for- 
get in the face of more immediate 
worries or resentments. 


Friendship Is in Danger 


Anti-American feeling does exist in 
France—in England as well. Those 
who, like me, are inflexible friends and 
admirers of your country have come 
up against this feeling more than once 
in editors’ offices, in the ministries 
and in the street. It has been method- 
ically shouted and extolled by the Com- 
munists—but also by numerous non- 
Communists. 


The Franco-American friendship {is 
in danger, and if tomorrow your Gov- 
ernment happened to vote with those 
who have undertaken to throw us out 
of Africa, this friendship would re- 
ceive a blow the recovery from which 
would last long, very long, perhaps too 
long. 

I have no time to discuss here the 
historical background of your Eastern 
policy. The part has not been and is 
not easy for you to play, and it is quite 
normal that you should put your own 
interests before ours, if the two are 
not in agreement.

Do you think that our departure could 
suffice to appease nationalism? 


Its victories will only render it 
prouder and more aggressive and it 
will turn against you since you will be 
there. “U.S. go home.” ,.. Do you be- 
lieve that Moscow will not know how 
to revive this slogan, against your tech- 
nicians, your Army camps, your air 

and even your charitable mis- 
sions? 


‘U.S.S.R. Can Offer More’ 


And then, there are other worries in 
the “underdeveloped countries” than 
the mere presence of foreigners. Eco- 
nomic difficulties will be increased by 
our departure and multiplied by the 
disorder of a newly born democracy 
and by the weakness of governments 
serving an elementary apprenticeship; 
they will provide the U.S.S.R. with 
amply sufficient means to overthrow 
states which are unprepared, strength- 
less, rootless, or which, like those 
already existing in the East, are filled 
with monstruous privileges. A chain 
composed of Jordans and Yemens, 
stretching from India to the Atlantic 
—is that your barrage? 

I know—you will pay. You will 
never pay enough. Between the U.S.S.R. 
and you, the “underdeveloped coun- 
tries” will put themseves up for auc- 
tion and, in spite of appearances, the 
masters of the U.S.S.R. can offer more 
than you. Because you will enly ever 
propose your surplus, whereas, if it’s 
worth the risk (which it is) they can 
be generous at the price of imposing 
misery on their own people.

Why is it that the shining conception 
of a utopia is so often resolved into 
drabness when it is given literary de- 
lineation? 

This has been the unfortunate fate 
of many of the kingdoms of man’s 
idealism, from More’s “Utopia” through 
Bellamy’s “Looking Backward” to the 
recently published “The Green King- 
dom,” by Rachel Maddux. 


The Green Kingdom, writes Mrs. 
Maddux, “lives in all men’s hearts, 
for it is less a place than a condition.” 
It is the new chance given, where man 
can be grappling 
rather than buaf- 
feted, where he 
can achieve the po- 
tential he 
knows lies within 


m, 

Actually, the 
novel tells the storv 
of a real spot on 
the earth’s surface, 
isolated by a ge- 
ological phenom- 
enon and acces- 
sible for a few mo- 
ments from the 
outside only once 
every 10 years. 
The five people of Mrs. Maddux’s novel 
enter the Green Kingdom and each is, 
according to his own nature, either a 
prisoner or a soul set free to pursue 
the work he deems most important. 


To Justin Magnus, it is a time of 
musical creativity and renewed youth; 
to Arthur Herrick, it is an opportunity 
to experiment with the keeping of bu- 
man records, a project he has heen 
longing to develop; to Erma Herrick, 
it is economic freedom in which to 
raise a family; to young Joe Roberts, 
Arthur's partner, it is a challenge to 
ingenuity and a time of loyalty and 
service to his friends; to Gwendolyn, it 
is frustration. 


Whether or not the adventure ends 
in victory is a matter for the individual 
character and the individual reader to 
decide. Probably the ultimate fate of 
each of the five is not altered radically 
by his entering the Kingdom. The 
Green Kingdom, with its spectacularly 
beautiful and luxuriant vegetation and 
its strange green animals is, and con- 
tinues to be, man’s escape from har- 
assments, disappointment and defeat. 
It is more real in its of free- 
dom than it could be in any actuality. 
Therein lies its value and its charm.

Congress would 
actually permit 
him to do.

But in the realm where 
governments operate, it is al- 
Ways a question of practical 
policy as to where, as to how 
deeply, in what measure and in 
what degree, one government 
can and should involve itself 
with the destiny of other men. 


Is it not an inflation of the 
moral currency for the head of 
a government, charged with the 
conduct of practical affairs, to 
make it appear that the alterna- 
tive to a narrow isolationism is 
universal involvement? 


‘with justice. where moral law | 


prevails. 
Presumably the realization of 
this ideal depends upon the 


ability of the peoples of the 
Soviet orbit, including the peo- 
ples of Russia itself, to over- 
throw the divisive force of in- 
ternational Communism. 

The question which puzzles 
me is what is to be our own 
policy in the period, which may 
be quite prolonged, until these 
hopes of an internal revolution 
are realized. 


- Can’t Sit and Wait. 


The address throws no light 
on that question. Yet this is 
the paramount. question with 
which we shall be living for an 
indefinite time to come. , 

It is not a polfcy to sit wait- 
ing and hoping for a revolution 
inside the Soviet orbit which 
will remove the problems that 
international Communism pre- 
sents. : 

The President does not mean 
to challenge the Soviet orbit 
with arms. He cannot, surely, 
expect to defeat it with propa- 
ganda. And in the address 
there is no suggestion that he 
is thinking of negotiating with 
it. 

My own view is that? the 
world has become divided, and 
that there is no prospect within 
any foreseeable future that it 
can be united:, as the President 
hopes, into one world which 
recognizes the same moral laws.

Harry J. Tuthill, who created 
the comic strip, “The Bungle 
Family,” died today of heart 
disease at St. John’s Hospital. 

Mr. Tuthill, 71 years oid, lived 
at 23 Portland place. He lived 
for many years at 102 South 
Elizabeth avenue, Ferguson. 

In 1945, Mr. Tuthill discon- 
tinued the comic strip which 
had earned him a fortune over 
a period of 25 years.

At one time, the 
strip was carried by 150 daily 
newspapers, including the Post- 
Dispatch. 


Mr. Tuthill went to work 


_when he was 8 years old selling 


newspapers on the streets of 
Chictgo. He later did odd jabs 
in groceries, drug stores and a 
chair factory. 


“When I was 16 I found that 
there was a great and glorious 
future waiting for young men 
who would go out into the sticks 
and sell baking powder and soap 
direct to the consumer,” he once 
related. “So I left Chicago flat 
and became a salesman. The 
future might have been ahead 
of me, all right, but I never 
caught up with it.” 

Next he went to work for a 
circus as a handy man feeding 
the elephants and watering the 
‘horses. That gave him a taste 
‘of show business, and he joined 
a medicine show. 

Mr. Tuthill showed a talent 
for drawing in his early youth 

‘and on a few occasions sub- 
mitted sketches to newspaper 
editors who rejected them. 

He came to St. Louis in 1902 
and found a job in an ice house, 
later washed dishes in a restau- 
rant and was a handyman at a 
dairy. 

The Post-Dispatch 


later hired him as a political 
cartoonist and arranged his 
work so he could study drawing 
at Washington University three 
days a week. 

From the Post-Dispatch he 
went to The St. Louis Star and 
continued his political cartoons 
and cartoons on topical sub- 
jects. But his real interest was 
in drawing comics 

He devoted all his time to 
comics after. the New York 
Evening Mail syndicated the 
Bungles. “The Bungles were 
just an accidental creation,” Mr 
Tuthill once explained. “I didn't 
have anybody in mind when I 
drew them, ‘They just

New Set Dedicated for Lon- 
don Church Bombed 
Out in 1941, 


LONDON, Jan. 25 
“Oranges and lemons 
bells of St. Clements.” 

For the first time in 16 years, 
the bells of St. Clement Danes 
in the Strand rang out that old 
nursery tune. And for London- 
ers it was a sound as sweet as 
bird song in spring. For this 
rhyme tells of the distinguishing 
sounds of all the old bells of 
London. 

The church has stood dark 
and empty since it was gutted 
by fire in a Nazi air raid in 
1941. Its graceful tower by Sir 
Christopher Wren still carries 
the scars of war. So at yester- 
day's dedication of the recast 
bells, they were not hoisted 
aloft but arranged in a circle in 
front of the building. 

St. Clements, now undergoing 
reconstruction, is to become the 
Church of the Royal Air rorce. 
Ultimately the finished struc- 
ture will contain an organ paid 
for by $75,000 contributed by 
members of the United States 
Air Force from all parts of the 
world. The organ will be dedi- 
cated to American service men 
who died in Britain in World 
War Il. 

With its new designation as 
the airments church, St. Clem- 
ents has an_older tradgion—as 
the church of London's flower 
girls. One of them, 80-year-old 
Miss Dinah Wilson, decorated 
the front of the battered build- 
ing with oranges and lemons for 
yesterday's cererfony. After te 
bells rang out there was a pause, 
and then came the answering 
sound from the other end of the 
Strand. 

“You owe me five farthings 
say the bells of St. Martin's.” 

That is the line in the nursery 
rhyme that applies to the bells 
of St. Martin’s church, at the 
other end of the Strand.

The testimony was over- 
whelming. Political men, med- 
ical men and those who know 
Stan Musial best, baseball men, 
should have convinced the 
world last night that the Card- 
inal star is one of the greatest 
ever. 

The occasion was a testimonial 
dinner for Musial at the Hotel 
Chase, during which Stan re- 
ceived the annual Humanitarian 
Award from the St. Louis Ad- 
visory Board of the American 
Medical Center. More than 800 
persons attended the $25-a-plate 
affair to hear diamond notables 


from. all ov express their 
admiration for the Redbird 
veteran 

Warren C. Giles, the presi- 
dent of the National League, 


predicted that some day Musial 
would be regarded as the great- 
est player of all time, Cardinal 
owner August A. Busch sent 
word that Stan would be the 
last Redbird to wear uniform 
No. 6, and five of Musial’s 
major league managers told of 
ways in which the star had 
especially pleased them with 
deeds beyond the call of duty. 
Those were some of the high- 
lights of the three-hour tribute. 

Giles was emphatic in his 
prediction. “There is no ball- 
player in the game's history 
who embodies all the traits of 
greatness as does Stan Musial,” 
Giles said. “I sincerely believe 
that becavse of his contributions 
both on and off the field, Stan 
will someday be chronicled as 
the greatest player of all time.” 

The league president was one 
of the first on the program, 
and it was as though the re- 
mainder of the speakers were 
setting out to prove him right. 

Man of Distinction. 

Eddie Dyer, introduced by 
Joe Garagiola as the last man- 
ager of a championship Cardi- 
nal team, recalled how Musial 
risked his career to help Dyer 
out in his first year aS man- 
ager by switching from the out- 
field to first base. 

“In the winter prior to the 
1947 season Stan asked me for 
my fatherly opinion as to 
whether he should sign a con- 
tract that the team had sent 
him,’ Dyer said. “I finally told 
him, yes, I would, but that if 
he did I promised in the years 
to come to get him 10 times the 
extra amount he'd been seeking. 
Just what I did I'm not saying, 
but I did follow through for 
Stan.” 

When Musial was voted “The 
Player of the Decade” last year, 
Stan sent Dyer a_ telegram

BOWLING Five Members of Champ Yanks Unsigned 
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136-Pin Cushion 
Enough for Falstaffs? 


OW much of a handicap 
Hs 136 pins? That's how 
many sticks the Falstaffs 
will have as a cushion when 
they take on the Budweisers 
in the second half of their 
National match game title 
event this weekend, having 
won by that much in Chicago. 
Well, some of the factors 
are different, but it could be 
pointed out that last January 
the Budweisers made the pins 
scatter in Detroit even better 
than they did on their home 
alleys in St. Louis—yet the 
Strohs picked up 218 pins in 
the 12 games. The Buds went 
to Detroit 965 ahead, averaged 
11 pins a game better than in 
St. Louis, yet won by just 
747. 

It would seem to Aadicate 
that no matter how hot a 
visitor might get, the home 
team has all the advantages. 

The Falstaffs’ Bill Lillard 
predicted the 136 pins would 
give him and his teammates 
two games to experiment with 


the Bowl-Mor conditions. 
Judging by the amount of 
time it has taken the Bud- 


weisers to get accustomed to 
Bowl-Mor, that may be overly 
optimistic. Those are high- 
scoring alleys at Bowl-Mor, 
but there’s a knack to hitting 
them. 

Whoever wins, the scores 
will make those of last week- 


end look like a kids’ league 

in comparison. 
Whitey Harris, the Buds’ 

captain, said, “You know, 


shooting under conditions like 
these could set bowling back 
20 years!” 

The comment seemed ap- 
propriate for alleys on which 
one of the best teams in the 
country had practiced on for 
six weeks and could then 
average only 1003. 


St. Louisan Complains 
Of High Scores Here. 

CONVERSATION topic 
A during matches in Chicago 
was a letter to the editor 
of the Chicago Bowler which 
was given considerable prom- 
inence in the most recent 
issue of the weekly tenpin 
publication. The letter from 
St. Louis, signed by “W. 
Courtwright,” complained of 
the frequent scores of 300 
and other high totals being 


rolled on some alleys in St. 
Louis. 

Courtwright charged that 
the alleys were using pins 
weighing only 2 pounds, 15 
ounces, raising gutters, us- 
ing thicker kickbacks, mov- 


ing the No. 5 pin to the right 
and allowing tracks to form 
on the alleys 

All of the _ accusations 
could be true, but if so, they 
must all be legal in the eyes 
of the American Bowling 
Congress. The day after a 
score of 300 is reported, the 
A.B.C.’s local representa- 
tive examines the lanes used 
to be certain that conditions 
were normal, before’ the 
A.B.C. makes its official 
award to the Lowler of the 
perfect game. 

About the only substitu- 
tions that could be made 
overnight are the weight of 
the pins and possibly the 
adjustment of the part of the 
pinsetter that holds the No. 
5 pin. The A.BC. has to 
take the alley operator's word 
on these matters, but it is 
hardly likely that anyone 
would try to fool the A.B.C, 
The pinboys, among others, 
would know the truth. 

A weight of 2 pounds, 15 
ounces is legal, by the way. 
The A.B.C. limits are from 
2-14 to 3-10, but pins must 
bear the “A.B.C. Approved” 


label. 
Whatever the conditions are 
that promote higher §scor- 


ing in some alleys, they must 
be acceptable to the A.B.C., 
for the perfect-gamé awards

50@ Russian Soldiers Said 


to Have Fled to Yugoslavia. 

VIENNA, Jan. 25 (UP)—At 
least 500 Russian soldiers 
were reported today to have 
deserted Red army garrisons 
in Hungary to escape _ into 
Yugoslavia in recent weeks. 

Refugees said most of the 
Russians had deserted the gar- 
rison at Baja, a Danube river 
town some 15 miles from the 
Hungarian-Yugoslav frontier. 

The refugees said the de- 
sertions became almost a mass 
flight around Jan. 15 but could 
give no reason. 

Similar reports of deserting 
by Russian troops have proved 
almost impossible to confirm in 
the past. 

Neutral reports 
Communists have not yet tight- 
ened controls along Hungary's 
borders with Yugoslavia. 


A United Nations official in | 


Geneva said more Hungarian 
refugees are now moving into 
Yugoslavia than into Austria. 


U.N, High Commissioner for 


Refugees Auste Lindt said the 
influx into Austria had dropped 
in the last week to an average 
of only 150 to 200 a day while 
that into Yugoslavia had risen 
simultaneously to 500 a day.

Interesting Book by 
Sedentary Naturalist

HE recent cold snap really made the woodpile 
melt, for we would stoke the fireplace at noon 
and keep it going until bedtime. However, I seem 
the only one who minds the cold.

Fast Alien Roundup in World War Il 


FBI Put Plan Into Action Within Hours of Bombing of Pearl Harbor

HE torpedo planes and dive 
bombers hit the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor first. 

Then came the horizontal 
bombers and after them a third 
wave of dive bombers. From 
7:55 a.m. until 9:45—110 min- 
utes—they blasted the fleet and 
strafed the neat rows of Army, 
Navy and Marine planes — 
on the aprons of airfiel 

The bombs were still Salting 
when the Honolulu specia 
agent in charge, Robert L. Shiv- 
ers, called FBI headquarters in 
Washington. It was Sunday, 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

The telephone girl at head- 
quarters switched the urgent 
call to the FBI's private line to 
New York City, where J. Edgar 
Hoover had gone for the week- 
end. Then she put in a call to 
Griffith Stadium, where other 
top officials of the FBI were 
watching the pro football game 
between the Washington Red- 
skins and Philadelphia Eagles. 
Assistant to the Director Ed- 
ward A. Tamm reached the tele- 
phone in time to hear Shivers 
tell Hoover: 

“The Japanese are bombing 
Pearl Harbor. There is no doubt 
about it—those planes are Japa- 
nese. It’s war. You may be 
able to hear the explosions 
yourself, Listen!” Shivers held 
the telephone to an open win- 
dom and Hoover and Tamm 
heard the crash of bombs and 
the explosions of the warships. 

The FBI director ordered 
Shivers and Tamm to put into 
effect immediately the war 
plans which had been worked 
out months before. 

Tamm rushed back to the 
box and whispered to his col- 
leagues, “The Japs are bombing 
Pearl Harbor! Come on!” In 
New York City, Hoover was 
sped to La Guardia field to 


catch a plane back to Washing- 
to 


n. 

Two days earlier, Hoover had 
instructed his agents to be 
ready at any time for “the im- 
mediate apprehension of Jap- 
anese aliens in your district 
who have been recommended 
for custodial detention.” Now 
the whole FBI organization was 
alerted. Each office knew pre- 
cisely what to do. 

The FBI had been preparing 
for two years for this emer- 
gency. After the outbreak of 
war in Europe, Hoover had put 
men to work studying ways and 
means to avoid the mistakes 
made by the Department of 
Justice and the Bureau in

Quietly the FBI had been 
assembling a list of aliens who 
were anti-American or who 
were likely to prove most dan- 
gerous in time of war. The list 
included some 770 Japanese. 
FBI field offices knew precisely 
who these people were and 
where they could be found.

HEN President Roosevelt 
W crderea the detention of 

enemy aliens that Sunday 
evening, across the nation and 
in Hawaii, Alaska and Puerto 
Rico, FBI agents hegan the 
roundup which was to be fol- 
lowed the next day by the ar- 
rest of German and Italian en- 
emy aliens. 

But this time, in sharp con- 
trast to World War I days, the 
machinery existed for each ar- 
rested alien to have a hearing 


‘before a civilian board and to 


be represented by counsel. The 
FBI agents also had the help 
of squads of local police who 
had studied wartime problems 
in. the FBlI-conducted schools 
started in anticipation of the 
emergency. 

The roundup was a remark- 
able performance in speed and 
co-ordination. The careful ad- 
vance preparations made it pos- 
sible to take into custody 3847 
enemy aliens in the first 72 
hours of the war with no vio- 
lence. 

President Roosevelt had given 
Hoover verbal instructions to 


take charge of censorship. 
Hoover’s idea was that the Di- 
rector of Censorship should be 
a civilian appointed by the 
President, and that the Army, 
Navy, FBI and other govern- 
mental agencies concerned with 
censorship should have only 
advisory powers. 

On Monday, Dec. 8, Hoover 
called a conference of repre-, 
sentatives from the State, Post 
Office, Treasury and War De- 
partments, the Navy, the Fed- 
eral Communications Commis+ 
sion and the Office of Facts and 
Figures, and laid his plan 
before the group. 


He suggested that thought 
should be given “. . to the 
problem of obtaining voluntary 
and co-operative self-censorship 
by the press and radio. ..”™ 
He said that in his opinion no 
censorship program would suc- 
ceed without public support— 
and that this support could best 
be gained by enlisting the help 
of the press and radio in an 
advisory capacity. 

Hoover won backing for his 
position and the conference 
also approved his suggestion 
that the Director of Censorship 
should be a newspaper execu- 
tive. 

It was recommended that “a 
permanent Director of Censor- 
ship be promptly designated 
and that he be a civilian, pref- 
erably, with newspaper experi- 
ence and very definitely with 
executive capacity.” This de-

The rumors went like 
this: Huge arrows had been cut 
in the cane fields in Hawaii by 
Japanese field workers, arrows 
pointing to military targets; Jap- 
anese fishing boats in Hawaii 
were furnishing food and fuel 
to enemy submarines; a Jap- 
anese fifth column was waiting 
on the West Coast to rise and 
give help to an invading army; 
Japanese-Americans were going 
to poison the water reservoirs 
on the West Coast; and Jap- 
anese truck gardeners were 
loading their produce with ar- 
senic. 

The FBI, military intelligence 
officers and local law enforce- 
ment officers tracked down the 
rumors and found them false. 
There was no enemy sabotage 
after the Pearl Harbor attack— 
those who might have been 
saboteurs were rounded up too 
swiftly. But each report had 
to be checked.

Plumbing Noises. 

MONG the more interesting 
A noises that can occur in the 
home is a sort of high 
whistling sound in the plumbing 
lines when a faucet is opened. 
This noise is caused by the 
high velocity of the water flow- 
ing through the pipes. It can 
be stopped by replacing the 
pipes with larger lines but this 
is a pretty expensive undertak- 
ini, A more practical approach 
is to cover the pipes with a 
layer or so of felt pipe insula- 
tion. This will deaden the 

sound so it can’t be heard. 
Another thing to. do is to 
make sure that the pipes are 
not in direct contact with walls 
or ceilings. If they touch these 
surfaces, the surface acts as a 
sounding board and amplifies

Contest Judging Is Big Business 


It's Getting Bigger, Too, and

CHICAGO, IIl., Jan. 25. 

O STATUE has been erected 
Neo the promotion man who 

first coined that classic 
phrase, “In 25 words or less,” 
but he really started some- 
thing. One of the biggest busi- 
nesses to come out of big busi- 
ness in recent years is the con- 
test, whether it involves com- 
pleting a sentence, writing a 
jingle, or naming a baby ele- 
phant. 

The odds against winning the 
oil well, the $25,000, or the trip 
around the world are fantastic, 
but every year more and more 
people—mostly housewives — 
become addicted to the contest 
mania. And every dyed-in-the- 
dacron contestant is familiar 
with those words in small print 
down among the rules: “This 
contest will be judged by the 
Reuben H. Donnelley Co.” 

Most contests are judged by 
the Donnelley company, which 
has its main offices in Chicago 
and far-flung operations al- 
most everywhere. Donnelley 
executives estimate that they 
supervise about 80 per cent of 
the national contests. Last year 
they judged 300 contests, 50,- 
000,000 entries, and gave away 
$5.000,000 in prizes. 

“It seems that people are go- 
ing in for contests more .than 
ever today,” says A. M. Ander- 
sen, executive vice president of 
Donnelley’s. “Their popularity 
is rising along with the money 
winning gimmicks on television. 
More and more people are hop- 
ing for a quick killing. The 
most popular prize? That's easy. 
Cash.” 

Along with the popularity of 
the cold, hard medium of ex- 
change, there’s been a trend 
lately toward contests which in- 
volve more luck than skill, the 
sweepstakes, or drawing of 
names in which the contestant 
need only fill out the coupon 
and send it in. This variation 
on the consumer contest ac- 
counted for $1,000,000 in awards 
last vear. One firm gave away 
$100,000, another $125,000, still 
another $200,000. 

“But we judge all types,” 
says Andersen. “Right now 
there are 15 or 20 major con- 
tests being handled here. We're 
working on naming contests, 
slogans, 25 word contests.”

ONTESTS have _ involved 
(" isentitying airplane silhou- 
ettes, judging the merits of 


children’s coloring, cartoon 
captions, and lyrics’ written 
concerning the merits of gar- 
bage disposals, plastic toys, 
mattresses, air travel, skinless 
fronkfurters, cranberries, and 
Cinerama. They have even 


judged beauty contests such as 
the prettiest schoolteacher in 
the United States 

As for prizes, name it and 
they've given it away. Color 
TV sets, Cadillacs and M.G.’s, 
a home in Florida, $25,000 or 
$1000 a year for life, a college 
education, mink coats, a truck, 
a jeep, one year’s pay, an oil 
portrait of the contestant’s dog, 
world series tickets, the win- 
ner’s weight in gold ($75,158.84, 
that was), trips to Paris, Africa, 
Alaska, Trinidad, the British 
Coronation, Switzerland, and 
Roy Rogers's ranch. 

“Is it on the up and up?” is 
the question the disgruntled 
contestant asks, and then you 
hear the flood of rumors—that 
winners are chosen on a basis 
of location or profession, that 
only a handful of entries are 
ever read, etc. etc. Actually the 
judging of contests is on such a 
mammoth basis that it couldn't 
be more impartial and imper- 
sonal. Donnelley’ executives 
point with pride to the fact that 
they have a reputation for hon- 
esty and integrity. 

“One reason for the confi- 
dence firms have in us is that 
this is only a very small part 
of our business,” Andersen

says. “We couldn't afford to 
jeopardize our work in other 
fields by unfair dealings in con- 
test judging.” 

Donnelley’s got into contest 
judging in a small way as a 
favor to a customer back in 
1934. A long established firm, 
started by Richard R. Donnel- 
ley, a Canadian’ printer who 
moved to Chicago In 1864, it 
takes its name from his son, 
the late Reuben H. Donnelley 
who became a clerk in the fam- 
ily business in 1882 and its 
manager in 1886. Gaylord Don- 
nelley is now chairman of the 
board. 

Its best known business is 
the publishing of the yellow 
classified telephone directory, 
and one of its branches is re- 
sponsible for the delivery an- 
nually of more than 20,000,- 
000 directories. Another facet 
of its work is the mailing of 
more than 700,000,000 coupons 
or advertising folders through- 
out each year. It publishes nine 
trade journals — one branch 
alone handles five— in such 
businesses as dry cleaning and 
laundry. All of this adds up t6 
8000 employes in 30 locations, 
and comparatively speaking, the 
Chicago Twenty-fifth street 
plant where contest judging is 
done is very small potatoes, 
and the income derived from 
judging only a fraction of the 
firm's total intake. They are 
paid 312 cents an entry, which 
brings them in about $20,000,- 
000 a year. 

“We were in the direct mail 
business in 1934 when one of 
our clients asked us to judge 
a contest for them,” Andersen 
explains. “They felt we could 
do the job because we were 
used to handling great quanti- 
ties of mail and could set it up. 
We set up an objective rating 
scale and judged the contest, 
not thinking too much of its 
future posstbilities. One thing 
led to another and started an 
avalanche. 

“We're not concerned with 
who the winners are or where 
they live. If the contest says 
anyone in the United States can 


win, than anyone can win. If it

The procedure in_ contest 
judging goes like this. When 
you have written that clever 
last line to the jingle, attached 
the box top, and mailed your 
entry to the Donnelley number 
at the Chicago post office, it is 
picked up with their daily mail 
—‘“bags and bags and bags of 
it.” It goes to the opening and 
removing room where it is 
opened, counted, box tops and 
other qualifications checked. 
Postmarks are checked careful- 
ly and if you think no one will 
notice that you mailed it at two 
minutes past midnight you're 
wrong. 

“It wouldn't be fair,” says 
Herbert E. Gertz, Donnelley’s 
director of market research, 
“because others make an effort 
to comply with the rules.” 

Every contest brings in a 
flood of elaborate and clever 
entries. No embellishments 
make the 25-word statement 
any better but people try any- 
way. Every contest involving 
cake mix or flour brings hun- 
dreds of cakes. It is sad to re- 
late but Donnelley’s throws the 
cakes away, not knowing who 
made them or what might be 
in them, and the bare entry 
goes on its way to the judges. 

Other contestants fashion ar- 
tistic three-dimensional cutouts, 
handpainted plaques, embroid- 
ered tablecloths, booklets and 
folders and holders. In a soap 
contest, one man sent in 100 
entries, each of them on a sep- 
arate piece of paper in a leath- 
er binder. The binder was put 
together with leather thongs, 
the thongs were rubbed with 
the sponsor’s soap and the bin- 
der was coated with it. 

“It’s surprising the inventive 
genius people use,” Gertz says 
admiringly. “These entries are

Preliminary judging eliml- 
nates about half of the entries. 
For example, if the rules speci- 
fy originality, any duplicate en- 
tries would be ruled out. Judg- 
ing on this level is on a mech- 
anical basis, so many points for 
aptness and so many points for 
neatness, and other factors. It 
is not until they reach the 
higher levels that entries are 
discussed as to relative merits.

Chicago, and the company has 
no difficulty getting a staff. 
English majors seem particular- 
ly interested in this work. The 
executive judges, four or five 
who judge the final winners, 
are executives in the firm. 

The biggest contest Donnel- 
ley’s has ever judged was a jin- 
gle contest held just after the 
war, which drew 4,000,000 en- 
tries. 

“The prize was an automo- 
bile,” Andersen says, “and be- 
cause cars were hard to get, it 
drew out of all proportion to 
the value of the prize. They 
gave away six cars a week for 
six weeks.” 

It was this contest which 
brought in an entry which has 
achieved a certain amount of 
immortality around Donnelley’s. 
Because judging is so imper- 
sonal, few unusual entries are 
remembered, but this particu- 
lar one was. The jingle to be 
completed read, “My favorite 
brunette is—” 

The classic read: 

“My favorite brunette is Hedy 


Lamarr 
Send her to me and keep your 
damn car.” 
It did not win a prize. 


Nowadays, $100,000 is not too 
unusual a prize. 

An entire field of allied busi- 
nesses have sprung up in the 
wake of contesting. There are 
two schools which give mail 
order lessons in contesting, the 
Wilmer S. Shepherd School of 
Philadelphia with an _ enroll- 
ment of 2000, and the All 
American School operated by 
Charles A. Graatz. There are 
contestors associations, largest 
of which is the National Con- 
testors Association with 10,000 
members in 60 clubs. Regular 
contestants dislike being called 
“professionals,” prefer the 
term “hobbyists.” 

“‘We have no inside informa- 
tion but naturally we enter to 
win,” says their president, Mrs. 
Chris Hoenis of Ogden, Utah. 

Magazines on contesting are 
published and one of them in- 
cludes a scholarly column which 
discusses and analyzes losing 
entries. Take the one, for in- 
stance, which reads: 

“I'm glad I use Dial, I find 
fashions a bore 

With my skin in high style, I 
can ignore Dior.” 

This is a catchy verse, the 
anlyst points out, “but there is 
no denying the fact that it rec- 
ommends nudism.” 


Some companies sell entries 
to contests, but members of the 
National Contestors Association 
are prohibited by their code of 
ethics from buying or selling 
entries, along with entering 
“solely for personal greed and 
writing crank letters to judges 
or sponsors.” 

Contests are not without 
their headaches. The sponsor 
gains new users and sometimes 
wins back customers who have 
drifted away, but Andersen 
terms contest sponsoring a ‘‘cal- 
culated risk,” since bad publi- 
city and ill will can result. 

In one large city, the sponsor 
of a contest involving research 
was criticized because of the 
public library’s complaint that 
reference books had been mu- 
tilated and stolen. Cranks and 
unhappy losers can cause trou- 
ble. 

Because they get so much 
mail, some from grateful win- 
ners but more from ungracious 
losers, Donnelley’s puts out a 
booklet answering 
freauently asked questions,

Their advice to contestants fs: 
(1) Follow the rules as closely 
as possible, (2) submit sincere 
and original entries, and (3) if 
you should not have the good 
fortune to be a winner, lose 
graciously. Names of contest 
winners may be obtained by 
sending a stamped addressed 
envelope; details are not di- 
vulged, however. 

One question frequently 
asked is, “Why does no one in 
my part of the country ever 
win?” In answer, Donnelley 
prints excerpts from one week's 
mail complaining that all the 
winners are in small towns, big 
cities, the North, South, East, 


or West. 
W tie big winner, the only 
investigation made, says 
Andersen, is to determine 
whether or not the winner is 
eligible ‘employes of sponsors, 
for instance, usually are not 
eligible.) There is no effort to 
pick someone photogenic, poor, 
rich, or middle class, and mi- 
norities have as good a chance 
as majorities. One of the big- 
gest prizes last year went to a 
Mexican family in Santa Fe. 


Gertz lists as one of his most 
pleasant experiences the job of 
notifying a family in Arkansas 
that they'd won $25,000. 

“They thought they'd won a 
minor prize,” he recalls, “per- 
haps a freezer. It was a big 
moment when I broke the news. 
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HEN it comes to picking

“We've kept in touch and 
become good friends.

North and South were using 
the method that erfiploys weak 
opening two bids in all suits 
but clubs, with two in the lat- 
ter suit being reserved as an 
artificial bid to denote a hand 
of real two bid proportions. The 
weak two bid as played by its 
exponents shows a hand of 
something less than opening bid 
strength in total high card 
points but makes up for this in 
the length and strength of the 
suit bid. Its aim is not merely 
to keep the opponents out of 
the bidding; a frequently recur- 
ring by-product is that the very 
word weak seems to excite the 
opponents into getting much too 
high. That is just what hap- 
pened on this deal. 

South's two bid was a bit off- 
beat even as a weak two bid, 
in that seven card suits are us- 
ually bid three. When the bid 
came around to East he just 
plain wasn’t going to be shut 
out by South’s weak call. West's 
raise to three no-trump was 
more or less routine. 


The bad contract was made 
worse by a most unfortuitous 
(or fortuitous, depending on 
whére you sat) lay of the North- 
South cards, plus a good open- 
ing lead by South, who selected 
the heart queen. After winning 
the ace in dummy East could, 
double-dummy, have taken four 
tricks and gotten out for a mere 

1400 points, by taking a first 
round finesse for the diamond 
queen and cashing three tricks 
in that suit. But not illogical- 
ly, he won the diamond ace at 
trick two’ and tackled clubs, 
hoping to find South with the 
queen in that suit and North 
with one of the spade honors.

Teen -Agers Give Views on a lhabiion 
6| Per Cent Attend Church, Interest bes as ay Grow Older

EFORE you wash your hands 
Be the current generation 
and bemoan the future of 
America, listen for a moment 
to what the nation’s young peo- 


inter- 
Do they ever 


Are teen-agers really 
ested in religion? 
talk about it when the gang 
gets together? How do they 
stand on church attendance’ 

To get the answers, we ran 
several surveys throughout the 
country and sampled teen-aged 
opinion on religion in general 
and on their own religious ex- 
periences in particular. 

We found that the over- 
whelming majority of young 
people regularly attended some 
religious service. Counting all 
faiths the total church attend- 
ance among teen-agers. sur- 
veyed was 61 per cent, a two 
per cent increase since we 
made a similar survey two 
years ago. 

The current study indicated 
that Catholic youngsters regu- 
larly attend their church in the 
largest numbers, with Protes- 
tants seconti and Jewish boys 
and girls a somewhat distant 
third. 


* * » 
HREE out of four of those 
T who did not regularly attend 

church felt that they had a 
religion. The survey showed 
however, that as the teen-ager 
gets older, he or she becomes 
less interested in religion. The 
biggest drop Was experienced in 
the 17 to 23 year old group or 
those out of ‘school and work- 
ing. 

Are teen-agers serious about 
religion? Yes, answered 71 per 
cent of the boys and 67 per 
cent of the girls. 

Do young people try to 
understand and follow what 
their religion teaches? Again, 
the boys led the girls by a 64 
to 61 per cent score. 

In analyzing their own age 
group, 29 per cent thought 
teen-agers today were more re- 
ligious than their predecessors, 
14 per cent thought they were 
less religious and 55 per cent 
saw no change between the 
present and the past generation. 

Do teen-agers regard them-

selves aS more religious than 
adults? No, not for the most 
part. Only 17 per cent regard- 
ed themselves as more religious 
than adults. Nearly 82 per cent 
gave the nod to adults. About 
one per cent had no-opinion. 
Do they ever discuss religion 
when the gang gets together? 
Four out of five answered that 
the subject comes up “from 
time to time,” although it is far 
from being a regular tapic of 
discussion. Girls (83.2 per cent) 
are more inclined to discuss re-

ligion than boys (78 per cent) 
and tend to regard it as a more 
important subject of .conversa- 
tion than the boys do 

“We talk about death and 
what comes after,” said a Mid- 
western high school junior. 


“Sometimes you just want to 
ask your friends what they 
think about God and evil and 
other things taught in church.” 

Despite the high figures on 
church attendance, only one out 
of four teen-agers said they 
would end up in church if the 
choice was between going out 


on a date or attending a re- 
ligious service. Boys (82 per 
cent) would be a little more in- 
clined to skip church for a 
date than girls (79 per cent). 

A question on whether being 
loyal to his religion makes a 
teen-ager more or less popular 
with his crowd brought very 
few answers. About 10 per 
cent said it made a teen-ager 
more popular and a surprising 
13 per cent said it made him 
less popular. The rest either 
had no answer or said it made 
no difference in popularity. 

Teen - aged opinion was 
sharply divided on whether 
the churches were making swf- 
ficient effort to attract young 
people. ° 

“Right at the moment,” con- 
fessed an 18-year-old Little 
Rock, Ark., girl, “church bores 
me a little.” 

But another girl in the same 
city answered, “I don’t know 
about others but I’m completely 
satisfied with my religion.”

19-YEAR-OLD Butler, Mo., 
Agin thought that the ap- 

proach of her church was 
“too harsh and demanding, 
rather than filled with love and 
forgiveness. Religion seems to 
be frightening away teen-agers 
instead of pulling them in.” 

In general, the survey an- 
swers indicated that church 
sponsored youth activities are 
on the increase throughout the 
country and are gaining in pop- 
ularity among young people. 


But in many cases the answers | 


showed that the teen-ager wants 
religion but he is not 
whether religion wants him. 

A Springfield, Mo., girl, age 
19, said she thought religion 
“should be on a more intellec- 
tual level and not so flowery 
and emotional.” 


Several teen-agers in various | 


parts of the country said flatly 
that “religion does not appeal 


to the younger element.” They 
suggested that churches put 
more emphasis on teen-aged 
problems and attempt more | 


social and recreational programs 
for young people. “I know in 
my church,” said an 18-year-old 
Arkansas girl, “more programs 
should be organized for teens.”

_ <A. The mighty dome has a 
diameter of 144 feet. It is 
wider than the dome of the 
|| cathedral in Florence, or St. 
| Peter’s in Rome. A vast amount 
of gilded bronze was used for 


the dome. This made the build- 
ing a place of glittering splen- 
dor. At the center of the dome 
is an open space with a diam- 
eter of 28 feet. This was de- 
signed to provide daylight for 
7 Romans who gathered in- 
e.

A. This was done 1348 years 
ago. The Christian church was 
given the name of Santa Maria 
Rotunda. 


About 1000 years later, while 
St. Peter’s Church was being 
_built, workmen took 215 tons 
'of bronze from the Pantheon 
and used it to make bronze 
_ pillars to hold the canopy over 
the high alter of St. Peter's.

| @. Does Paris also have a 
| Pantheon? 


| A. Yes, a church In Paris was 


given the name of Pantheon 
|after the French Revolution. 
This building is of different 
shape than the Pantheon of 
Rome, and is smaller, but it 
contains the tombs of several 
noted men—Rousseau, Voltaire, 
Victor Hugo and others. 
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
